U. S. HIGH COURT 


Supreme Court Hands Down Opinion 


Upholding The Indiana Pure Food 


Law. 


WRITTEN BY JU ST IC E HUGHES 


Is Held That Measure Does Not In­ 


terfere With Federal Legis­ 


lation. 


Washington, June 7.— The Indiana, 
pure food law o f 1907 was upheld to 
day as eon-fitutional by the supreme 
court ot the United States. 
The 
principle was announced that state» 
may enact -neh measures without in­ 
terfering with the federal pure food 
and drugs a«*t of 1906. 
T’lie constitutionality of the law 


w a s raised by Marion W . Savage, who 
«»intended be 
w a - manufacturing in 
Minnesota a medicinal product and 
sought to have the 
federal 
circuit 
court in Indiana enjoin the enforce­ 
ment of the state pure food law’ a» 
to the sate «>f his goods. 
The court 
declined. 
Justice Hughes today, announcing 
the unanimous decision, said a stata 
had a right to compel the statement 
of ingredients of such an article. 
He 
-aid thi- vva- what tin* Indiana law 
required, and therefore it did not in­ 
terfere with the federal law which 
(dealt 
with 
“ f a l s e 
and 
misleading” 
: labeling. 
Tin* federal law, if wa- added, did 
not cover tin* entile ti«*ld. but left 
(certain powers to the states in the 
regulation of interstate commerce and 


t o o d s . 
With the deelnrutinn that the com­ 
merci* court vva- not I«* substitute it- 
I self for the interstate commerce eorn- 
mis-ion. the supreme 
court 
ot the 
United States in decision after de­ 
cision today reversed the commerce 
court and upheld the interstate com­ 
mission.

announced 
by 
Chief 
Ju stice 
W hite and concurred in by the entire 
court.

approaching 
national 
convention, Senator W illiam E. Borah 
of Idaho, national committeeman for 
that 
state, 
appeared 
as 
the 
chief 
spokesman for ex-President R oosevelt 
in the committee. 
He decided to start 
right in to make himself felt. 
He is a 
deep lunged 
talker, very courageous 
and determined. 
The committee had 
decided that the rule of 1908 should 
be continued and that a roll call could 
not be bad except at the request of 
twenty members. 
The R oosevelt peo­ 
ple 
had 
submitted 
an 
amendment 
whereby a roll call could be bad at the 
request of eight members of the com­ 
mittee. 
Senator Borah renewed the 
fight on a new amendment whereby a 
Poll call could be bad on the demand 
of ten m e m b e r s of the committee. 
A 
motion was made to lav the amend­ 
ment on the table. 
Senator Borah im 
mediately

into combat this, 
when Chairman R osewater announced 
that a motion to lay on the table was 
not debatable.

Major General Wood, chief of staff 
of the army, has ordered four army 
transports put in commission at N ew ­ 
port News with adequate crews, sup­ 
plies and equipment for carrying an 
expeditionary force of .7,000 soldiers 
to Cuba. 
M inister Beaupre at Havana 
also was notified to “ vigorously im ­ 
press upon the president of Cuba that 
a continued failure on the part ot his 
government adequately to protect lift* 
and property w ill inevitably compel 
this government to intervene in Cuba 
under and in response to its treaty 
rights and obligations.’’ 
W hat. In the opinion of adm inistra­ 
tion officials, makes the Cuban situa­ 
tion a real menace is the fact that the 
present government of Cuba is known 
to be a rotten shell without financial 
resources, 
powers 
of 
resistance 
or 
frankness and honesty of purpose. 
The total number of American ma­ 
rines now in Cuba is about 700, or 
practically the entire force taken to 
Guantanamo bay by the Prairie. 
One 
thousand more are due today on the 
four battleships of the fourth division 
of tl.e Atlantic fleet from Key West. 
The Paducah landed sixty marines 
at E l Cabroe, near Santiago, following 
an unsuccessful attempt to burn the 
property of the Cuban Copper compa­ 
ny, an Am erican firm, at this place. 
Forty-two marines were landed at E l 
Cuero. where there are several min­ 
ing properties. 
Quiet is now said to 
prevail at both places. 
Arrests in all parts of the island are 
reported, but there has been no im ­ 
portant movement of the government 
troops. 
It is reported that the Toledo
